We can also track 
him south of the Mediterranean by the 
implements found in Oran,and near Kolea 
in Algeria, in the Sahara, and in several 
places in Egypt. At Luxor they have 
been discovered by Gen, Pitt Rivers in 
the breccia, out of which are hewn tombs 
of the Egyptian kings. In Palestine, they 
have been obtained by the Abbe Richard 
between Mount Tabor and the Sea of 
Tiberias, and by Mr. Slopes between 
Jerusalem apd Bethlehem. Throughout 
this wide area the implements are of the 
same rude type, and generally of the same 
materials, flint or quartzite, those of 
Luxor and Palestine being identical with 
those in the river valleys of Britain and 
of France. 
Throughout this are,a, top,, 


the river-drift man hunted some other of 
those animals which we have mentioned 
above. 


Nor is our survey yet ended, fie is 


proved by many discoveries to ,have 
ranged over the Indian peninsula, from 
the valleys of the Nerbudda in the north 
as far as Madras.

Tlie Statement «fnMnu Who Claim* Tba 


Hl» Test Dues Kot fall. 


A reporter called upon Mr. Charle 


Latimer, of CMeveland. Mr. Lntiiner i 
well known in this city as one of the bes 
civil engineers of the country, and as the 
head of the engineering department o 
the New York, Pennsylvania and Ohio 
Railroad. 
Mr. Latimer has been ezperi 


roenting with the "divining rod" for a 
number of years, and is confident that ii 


are the implements of savages living in 
tbo chase, and probably also by fishing and 
fowling. 
Not only have the implements 


been discovered, but the very spots on 
the river bank where the hunter sat and 
made them have been identified, as at 
Crayford and other phces in the valley 
of the Th imes. 
Could we have penetrat- 


ed to the banks of the Thames, or of the 
Seine, in those times, guided by a thin 
column of smoke rising over the trees till 
we reached the camp of the river-drift 
hunter, we might have seen men select- 
ing blocks of flint and chipping their im- 
plements out of them, the women prepar- 
ing the h ilf-raw meal of flesh, it may be 
of reindrer, 
mammoth, or rhinoceros, 


while the children broke the silence of 
the evening by their shouts on those 
very spots where are now to be beard, 
day and night, the voices of London and 
Paris. 


Nor can there be much doubt as to the 


relation of the river-drift hunter to the 
above-mentioned changes in climate and 
geographv, which are usually summed up 
under tin term Glacial. 
The balance of 


evidence is in favor of the view that the 
baiter at Crayford was in the valley of 
the Thames before the submergence, and 
before thj temperature had reached its 
minimum, or in other words, in pre- 
glacial 
times. The river-drift hujiter 


whose implements are left at Abbeville 
traversed the shore p,f a berg-laden sea, 
and possibly may have inherited a tradi- 
tion from bis ancestors of the famous 
hunting grounds then lying at the bottom 
of the British Channel nnd the great 
Northern Ocean.

ed far and wide over France, hunting the 
same animals in the valleys of the Rhone, 
Loire, and Garonne as in the valley of 
the Thames.

be was a contemporary of the African 
'elephant, the mammoth, and the straight- 
tusked el .'pliant, and he camped in the 
neighborhood of both Lisbon and Mad- 
rid, showing here, as in France and Brit- 
ain, singular facility in choosing places 
which became, in the long ages which 
were to follow, the cites of great capitals.

The question of the overwork of pupils 


has found its way into the English Par- 
liament. T'ie pay which the teacher re- 
ceives depends largely upon the number 
of pupils he is able to pass to the grade 
above. 
This has led, of coarse, to a great 


amount of cramming and too long hours 
of study ; even recesses have been given 
up in order that more time might be 
gained for recitation and study. One of 
the leading journals of education in Eng- 
land, treating this topic, says: "Individ- 
ual examination and payment by results 
are among the curses of the time. They 
are sowing diseases among teachers and 
diseases among children. They are turn- 
ing the hairs of the young men gray, and 
shattering the nervous system of young 
women whoought to be healthy and strong. 
The system simply overstrains the teach- 
ers, and makes the pupils slaves to enable 
the teachers to acquire an income."

tember 19, 1883, was $19,805,783 28. 
On February 1, 189d, $8,000,000 of 5 
per cent, bonds mature; by the time 
these bonds become due the 1'enrsyl 
vania Railroad will have paid the State 
all the money due on account of public 
works, the principal, $2,976,002 80, and 
interest, $049,652 08. The Allejjheny 
Valley Railroad Company, during th 
same time, will pay into the treasury 
$900,000 on bonds redeemed, and $925,- 
000 interest on said bonds. The sinking 
fund investments, $2,000,000, with inter- 
est, yield $644,000, and earnings on in- 
terest, $91,000, together with the retur 
premiums on saleof United States bonds, 
$240,000, aggregating on January 1 
1892, $8,425,054 94. 
This is more thaii 


sufficient to retire the loan at maturity, 
provided, however, the taxes will meel 
the annual interest charges and redeem 
the $250,000 of bonds maturing annually. 
The refunding loan of 8th of June, 1881, 
passed by a Republican legislature, re- 
duced the annual interest charge over 
$200,000.

State tax on real estate is seen to have 
been $911,461 11, aggregating in the 
past 17 years $15,494,838 87.

one hundred and thirty years later than 
the marriage to which II. refers, in a 
family whioh my mother now represents, 
viz., the Shaws, of Ballytwcedy, county 
Antrim.

ploughing while the husband led the 
horse. In the hotels throughout the 
country, except in the largest cities, they 
act as hostlers, porters and scavengers. 
In Holland we are met at the door of a 
hotel in one of the principal bathing 
places by a women, who took tho trunks 
from the cabmau «ud carried them up 
two flights of stairs, each three in num- 
ber , and they were fair sized American 
trunks at that.

men have the charge of keeping clear the 
streets,

marriage ceremony," he said, "is private 
if the participants wish it, and why not 
likewise every divorce'" 


Because publicity is requisite in order" 


to prevent fraud. 
The secrecy which 


surrounds divorce proceedings under the 
present practice, facilitates collusion and 
the use of fraudulent and perjured testi- 
mony. 


Take, for example, the case of a non- 


contesteii divorce suit, in which a refer- 
ence is ordered to a referee to take proof 
of the facts and circumstances stated in 
the complaint. 
All the proceedings are 


usually condiisted in private. The ut- 
most opportunity is afforded for the suc- 
cess of false personation and the intro- 
duction of fictitious proofs 
and even 


where the referee happens to be a verjr 
careful man, he may be misled by testi- 
mony, the true character of which would 
be exposed ii the trial took place in pub- 
lic.
